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December 15.—I have boarded up 
around the flume so that no more old brooms 
or boots can be thrown therein. I find an im- 
mense difference in the temperature of the 
wheel-room, and taken with the tail-race 
swing gates before mentioned, the saving is 
great, both in fuel for warming the mill and in 
smoother. working of the machinery. Belts 
will not wear well or do their best work when 
the temperature is down around zero, and 
gears, if you are obliged to use them, work 
much harder and consume much more power 
in cold weather than they do insummer. No 
paper mi!] should tolerate construction which 
will permit water to freeze under the beater- 
room or machine floor. If there is a great 
open wheel-pit, it will pay to floor it over and 
utilize part of it for a few extradrainers. I 
never yet saw a mill which possessed too 
much drainer room, and indeed it is often a 
hard problem to find room for drainers 
enough, yet there may be a wheel-pit twenty- 
five feet deep and covering hundreds of square 
feet, while the stock suffers for more drainer 
It is scooped out, full of water, just 


room.

the whole mill, as they lie idle and desolate 
over the wheel-pit. 

December 16.—I have been having no end of 
trouble with the fireman in regard to slice-bars 
and rakes. Every day or two theslice-bar would 
come up to the shop with both of its ears bent 
around like the flukes of an anchor. I went 
down to the boiler-room and studied the fire- 
man’s methods. He would run that slice-bar 
into a white-hot furnace for many minutes at 
a time, then, while cleaning the fires, he would 
use the slice to knock off red-hot clinkers. In 
a few seconds the slice-bar would be red hot, 
and the blade be forced to double up like 
putty. Ifa very big clinker was found, the 
slice-bar was at once made to take the place of 
a lever and also that of a chisel, in forcing the 
slag and clinkers from the fire-brick. 

I made two slice-bars, and formed the 
handle of 14-inch iron; that is, about four 
feet of the handle at the place where the fire- 
man was apt to fulcrum the bar over the fur- 
nace door. Smaller iron was.welded in, both 
next to the bar-head and for the handle, 
which last was of %{-inch iron. A large chisel 
was made, about three inches wide and one 
and a half inches thick and welded to 1-inch 
round iron, This tool was given to the fire- 
man, with orders to use it for detaching 
clinkers, and also mot to use the slice-bar for 
that purpose. 

As above stated two slice-bars were pro- 
vided, and the fireman was given to under- 
stand that a bar was not to be used after it 
had got hot under penalty of paying repair 
charges from his wages, should either of the 
bars be found battered into the shape of minia- 
ture anchors. 

For a rake I took a piece of %-inch thick 
boiler iron, cut it 12 by 6% inches, cut off two 
inches of both corners on one side, drilled a 
11-16-inch hole through the iron 1% inches 
from the cornered edge and just equidistant 
from the ends. A nut was threaded on to the 
54-inch handle rod, the boiler-iron head was 
slipped on and another nut put in place to 
hold it. There is no welded shank to break 
off when the rake is made in this manner, 
and when the rake-head gets burned, bent or 
broken it is easily and cheaply replaced in less 
than a minute. There is considerable differ- 
ence in the care taken of tools by men, if the 
men are made to understand that their posi- 
tions depend upon the proper use of the tools 
in their possession. 

December 17.—In a certain paper mill, and 
some time or other there has been the same 


| in every mill, there was trouble with the petti- 


coat lamps. Each of my millwrights was 
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supplied with a lamp, and fancy initials and 
private marks were scratched upon the lamps 
to suit their owners’ fancies. The mill lamps 
were recognized by such marks as broken 
burners, missing handles, dented holes, and 
other ‘‘ trade-marks.” 

The mill hands were constantly accusing my 
men of stealing their lamps, and if a mill hand 
got hold of one of the shop lamps, that lamp 
was quickly robbed of its ‘‘ dude water-mark,” 
given a dent or two, and claimed as a mill 
lamp forthwith. 

My men were no better, and a mill lamp 
caught alone, in an out-of-the-way place, was 
treated to a blow from a hammer or wrench, 
which either knocked it into the wheel pit or 
totally extinguished both its light and its 
individuality. 

Two or three rows arose from this lamp 
feud, and matters became so bad that the “‘ old 
man” took a hand in to prevent the bill for 
new lamps from exceeding the cost of repairs 
otherwise. 

The inside of the etti coat of every shop 
lamp was painted red, and the fiat was sent 
forth that any mill man caught with a red lamp 
or a painted lamp, or any millwright having 
an unpainted lamp in his possession, was to 
suffer instant discharge ; and to do the “‘ old 
man” credit,he did make an example of a pulp 
digger the very next week. 
Each man was _ provided 
with a lamp, and every time 
a lamp was lost every lamp 
owner was assessed five 
cents. The scheme worked 
first rate, no lamp being 
lost for nearly a month, until 
to-day the boss of the beater- 
room proclaimed that one 
of my men had stolen his 
lamp and painted it red. He 
knew the lamp by the dent 
in its handle.

December 18.—Wheeling coal has cost a | 
small fortune at this mill, For thirty years | 
ithas been necessary, owing to the “‘ lay of 
the land,” to wheel all coal 200 to 400 feet, 
and it requires the whole time of one laborer 
to do this work, The whole cost at one dol- 
lar per day for thirty years has been about 
$9,000! A hundred dollars, more or less, 
does not amount to much in paper making, 
but put $1 on the wrong side of the ledger 
every day for a lifetime and it will surely make 
aman think of “what might have been,” 
One man wheels the coal in two hours now, I 
built an elevated road, consisting of a single 
rail of 3(x3 inch iron, set on edge and resting 
upon trestles every 5 or 6 feet. A Yale ‘‘ trol- 
ley ” runs on this overhead track, which has a 
special door cut through the boiler-house wall 
on purpose to accommodate the track and car, 
which last hangs 6 feet clear of the boiler- 
house floor, yet is only 2 feet above the coal- 
shed floor and descends 2 feet in the first 300 
feet of track and ascends 2 feet during the re- 
maining 100 feet. The car body is hung upon 
trunnions, similar toa coal bucket, and holds 
one ton of coal. The laborer fills the car, 
gives it a gentle push for 10 or 15 feet, then 
jumps on and rides into the boiler-house with 
his load. The descending road causes the 
load to gravitate to the mill, while the up 
grade checks the speed of the car and destroys 
its momentum; also allowing the car to gravi- 
tate almost back to the coal heap. It requires 
only a few minutes’ work to get a ton of ceal 
into the boiler-house, and all ashes are carried 
out in the same speedy manner. A low place 
in the ground half way to the coal-yard is util- 
ized by placing a dump-cart where the car will 
pass directly overhead, and then dumping 
ashes and clinkers from the car into the cart. 
This overhead business works so well that it 
ought to be carried much further in every mill. 
All of the abominable pulp cars which rattle 
along (when not broken down) on equally 
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abominable 8-inch trucks might run on a 
neat system of overhead tracks. These tracks 
should be built into every drainer—or, rather, 
a portable bar should connect each drainer 
with the main track by simple switches. A 
bit of track built on the elevator would take 
cars from one level and deliver them on an- 
other. 

Besides the saving in cars by this me- 
thod, the decreased cost of floors and dirt 
therefrom would alone pay for the overhead 
tracks. A decent floor, tight and smooth, 
could be maintained without covering it 
with boiler iron to withstand the pulp-car 
trucks. 

The bleach-room should have its ‘‘ L” road, 
also the rag room and the duster rooms, while 
a track from the machines to the cutters and to 
the calenders will save many broken backs 
and wasted minutes. 

From cutters to finishers and to team or car 
the paper all must be carried or pushed on 
trucks, when a suspended car would do the

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Preparation of Cotton-Seed Hulls 
for Paper Pulp. 








If cotton-seed is first separated from 
the cotton it is surrounded by a hull to which 
is attached a considerable quantity of cotton 
fibre that can only be removed with great dif- 
ficulty. When the hulls, together with the ad- 
hering fibres, are removed from thé oil-bear- 
ing portions or kernels of the seed, they con- 
stitute a mass designated as the ‘* husks,” and 
which consists of portions of the broken hulls 
and of the fibres adhering to these broken 
hulls. 

The object of the apparatus illustrated is to 
provide a means for utilizing these husks by 
separating the fibres from the broken hulls 
and rendering them available for paper pulp. 

The husks are ground in a mill or stamp 
battery of any suitable construction until the 
fibres have become as far as possible detached 
from the broken hulls and the latter have be- 
come reduced to a suitable degree of fineness, 
sifting the material from time to time, so as to 
remove in this way as much of the non-fibrous 
portions as possible. The grinding and sift- 
ing may be done either wet or dry, and by the 
use of sieves or screens of any known or 
suitable construction, When the husks have 
been sufficiently ground they are subjected to 
the following treatment for the purpose of 
separating the fibres from the particles of the 
hulls which are still mixed with them: This 
mixture of ground fibres and ground hulls, if 
moist or wet, is first dried and then placed in 
a chamber or vessel of any suitable construc- 
tion and exposed to a current of air while 
being agitated by stirrers or other suitable 
agencies, so that the particles constituting 
the mixture are caused to diffuse themselves 
through or to float in the current of air 
and to pass with it through one or more 
chambers in which the different constituents 
of the mixture are precipitated at different 
points, according to their various specific 
gravities and the size of the particles. In this 
operation it is convenient to use a series of

or more of the chambers may also contain de- 
flectors of any suitable construction or ma- 
terial, against which the particles floating in 
the air may strike, so as to promote or accel- 
erate their precipitation, and the last cham- 
ber ig the series, or that which under suitable 
conditions would retain chiefly the fibrous par- 
ticles, may be provided with strips of cloth or 
other textile material, on which the particles 
of fibre may fall and agglomerate into lumps 
or masses, and the strips of cloth may either 
be fixed or movable, as desired. 

When the force of the air-blast has been 
suitably adjusted to the size or weight of the | 
particles contained in the mixture and to the 
size of the chambers or vessels, the material 
that settles in the first chamber will be found 
to consist chiefly of the hulls and other non- 
fibrous material, while the lighter particles 
are carried farther and deposited in the 
more remote chambers. 

The fibre so obtained is 
dark in color, and only ad- 
apted to the manufacture of 
articles more or less coarse 
—as, for example, the coarser 
kinds of paper. To purify it 
still further it is digested 
} with or without the aid of 
heat and with or without 
pressure, with a solution of 
caustic or carbonated alkali, 
preferably with a caustic-soda 
solution of about 5° Baumé, 
whereby he coloring matter 
and other impurities are to 
a large extent rendered sol- 
uble in water and may be re- 
moved by washing with water, 
leaving a prodict of a light 
color, that may be rendered 
very white by bleaching with 
chloride of lime or other suit- 
After washing and

When 
the character of the material does not admit 
of this action, the material can be fed to the | 
blast by a screw-feed or other suitable ar- 
rangement opening either into the chamber 
or enlargement of the blast-pipe, or into the 
agitator, or applied at any other suitable part 
of the apparatus. 

The blades of the stirrer may conveniently 
be inclined at an angle, so that by the rotation 
the current of air and suspended matters are 
propelled with great rapidity in their passage | 
through the agitator. From the agitator the cur- | 
rent enters the chamber / where the coarser 
and heavier particles subside to the bottom, | 
while the current carrying the finer particles 
next enters the chamber g, where it strikes 
against the partition 4, passing downward and 
under the partition and again ascending until 
it reaches the outlet, which can be provided 
with a valve, 7, by means of which the pressure 
of the air is regulated and the rate of subsidence 
in the chamber ¢ controlled. In the chamber ¢ 
the finer and lighter non-fibrous substances are 
deposited, while the current carrying the now 
chiefly purified fibre enters the chamber 4, 
where most of the fibre subsides. From the 
chamber 4 the current passes. through one or 
more pipes, /, provided with a number of bags

These 
screws receive the deposited substances and 
convey them out of the chambers into suitable 
receptacles. By means of weighted valves on 
the tubes or spouts, into which the screws » n 
force the deposited substances, the escape of 
air from the chambers can be prevented and 
the action of the screws  m can be automat- 
ically controlled. 

In this process the grinding to which the 
husks are subjected also grinds the fibres, and 
by exposing the ground husks to the air-float- 
ing operation described the fibre is said to be 
obtained almost free from foreign material, 
It is at once ready for beating.

Sulphate of Alumina. 





A new method of manufacturing alum 
and sulphate of alumina consists in calcining 
the alum-yielding material, such as shale, 
bauxite, china clay or other aluminous clay, 
and then treating it in the ordinary way with 
sulphuric acid, the operation being carried on 
sufficiently to extract all the alumina, Sul- 
phide of calcium (which may be in the form of 
what is known as alkali waste) is then added to 
neutralize any free sulphuric acid and precipi- 
tate arsenic and other impurities. If the ob- 
ject is to make alum there is added a sufficient 
quantity of a suitable chloride of potassium 
or of ammonium ; or there may be added the 
alkali in the form of a sulphate, and in that 
case there would also be added chloride or 
hydrochloric acid. The iron present is con- 
verted into a chloride which is left in solution 
when the alum is crystallized out; and thé 
alum thus obtained is said to be of a superior 
quality. To make sulphate of alumina an ex- 
cess of sulphide of calcium is added, and it is 
found that, after filtering, a liquor very free 
from iron as well as other impurities is ob- 
tained, which yields crystallized sulphate of 
alumina of good quality, especially suitable 
for the manufacture of paper. 





Manufacture of Soda Ash. 





A new process for manufacturing either 
pure bicarbonate or high degree soda ash 
from the bicarbonate of the ammonia soda 
process, or from the carbonate liquor com- 
monly called vat liquor of the Le Blanc 
process, has recently been patented in Eng- 
land. If to a solution of chlorides of sul- 
phates of alkali there is added a solution of 
carbonate of soda or potash, and the mixture 
submitted to a current of carbonate acid, pure 
bicarbonate is obtained of a crystalline form 
which may easily be separated from the chlor- 
ide or sulphate liquor by hydro-extractor or 
other well-known means. The chloride or

Members have something 
to talk about, something to gain by member- 
ship instead of cheap, profitless pleasantries 
that are well enough in their place.” 

‘* But how is business? What are the trade 
prospects ? Is paper going up or down, or will 
it hang where itis?” These are hard ques- 
tions, and in order to not lose importance 
as a paper-trade oracle I will preserve a dig- 
nified and impenetrable silence and look wise. 
If opinions were worth anything, I would re- 
tail a few yards of them, but what I have heard 
do not strike me as having much more vaiue 
than my own.

Boston Notes.

Developments in the paper trade dur- 
ing the past week are somewhat limited. 
Paper dealers report the movement of trade 
from day to day as being fully up to the aver- 
age for this season of the year. 

The paper-stock market is reported steady 
and a very fair amount of business is being 
done, while the conditions of the market re- 
main about the same as reported for the past 
few weeks. Freight advances from Continen- 
tal ports are a new feature which adds a little 
to the general firmness of the market, while 
on the other hand buyers are not inclined to 
pay these advances. Many claim to have 
bought pretty freely, and while the buyers of 
to-day are not placing large orders, there is a 
scattering demand which in the aggregate 
makes a fair general business. Profits, how- 
ever, are quite generally complained of, and

some importers are inclined to think that if 


the present features of the market continue— 
that is, the unwillingness of buyers to meet 
the advance occasioned by the condition of 
the foreign markets—there will soon be a dead- 
lock and business will have to stop for the 
want of a profit. It is hoped that the differ- 
ences of the local and foreign markets will so 
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adjust themselves that paper-stock importers 
will not have to shut up shop. 


The features of the chemical market are not 
of such a nature as to warrant a very firm 
feeling. While foreign markets are reported 
firm, with a steady trade, the local market is 
weak, owing largely tolight demands. Bleach- 
ing powders are claimed to be in light supply 
on the spot, with only a moderate jobbing de- 
mand, the quotations being 1.82'4@1.85c. for 
store lots and to arrive. Caustic soda is 
quoted at 1.42%4@1.45c. per pound of 60 per 
cent., with light demand and small local sup- 
ply. Soda ash is moving freely and quoted a} 
1.30@1%c. for 48 per cent. Soda crystals are 
a little off, in good supply, at 92 %c. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week to 
date include 630 casks of bleaching powders, 
300 drums of caustic soda, 353 casks of soda 
ash, and 700 barrels of soda crystals. 

The imports of paper stock for the same 
time show a total of 1,707 bales and coils, 
classed as follows: 414 bales of rags, 967 
bales of paper waste ; 236 bales of old bagging 
and go coils of old rope. 

Among miscellaneous imports there was re- 
ceived 145 bags of old pickers, 80 bags of hide 
cuttings and 48 casks of Southern clay.

Holyoke Notes. 
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Hotyvoxe, Mass., January 13, 1887. 

Business this week has been as good as 
could be expected at this season, and some of 
the manufacturers say that they have little 
cause for complaint as far as orders are con- 
cerned. Some of the mills have orders which 
will last them well into February, and when 
these are filled others will be forthcoming. <A 
few of the mills which make specialties are 
very busy, and it can be safely said that none 
of the mills are idle. There 1s a feeling of en- 
couragement in regard to future business, and 
many say that the outlook is quite promising. 
Tosay that prices are low is a threadbare 
statement, but it is a serious matter, never- 
theless, with many manufacturers. Economy 
in production has become a matter for careful 
study, and it is often a very. difficult problem 
to solve where a saving can be made in the 
daily expenses. The demand for paper has 
been quite satisfactory for some little time, 
but the condition of prices—there’s the rub. 
Very little cutting under ruling prices is re- 
ported, simply because they reached bottom 
some time ago, and no one cares to do busi- 
ness simply for the fun of it. The demand 
for book paper continues good, and the news 
mills are having a fair call for goods. Fine 
writings are moving quite steadily, with ma- 
nillas in about the same condition. 

The demand for stock is not greatly in- 
creased, but there is enough business doing to 
keep things moving. The visiting drummers 
have been fewer this week than usual, as they 
probably realized that they could do full as 
well elsewhere. There is some call for special- 
ties, and a few sales have been made this week 
of average size. White rags, of good quality, 
are quoted at 33c., with seconds at 1%c. 
There is very little doing in bagging and jute, 
and.chemicals are very quiet. The railroads 
report rather light arrivals in the way of stock 
and general supplies. 

Clemens Herschel, the hydraulic engineer of 
the Holyoke Water Power Company, has pub- 
lished a pamphlet which gives an excellent 
description of the work done at the dam here 
for its preservation, which will prove to be 
very interesting to those who have had experi- 
ence in such matters. It is a record of a long 
and very difficult undertaking, and explains at 
length how it was accomplished successfully. 
It starts off with a historical account of the 
dam, gives some lessons which have been 
learned during its thirty-six years of life, and 
ends with a presentation of some experiments 
in the line of selecting a design for a new stone 
dam. The first dam was built in 1848 and was 
a failure because it was constructed without 
much regard to strength, the loss to its owners 
being about $38,000. The men who worked 
on this dam were paid seventy-five cents a day. 
The present dam was begun and finished in 
the summer of 1849, and is about one-fifth of a 
mile long. Four million feet of lumber are 
contained in the structure which, being under 
water, ig protected from decay. The cost of 
the dam was given in 1849 as $150,000, which 
Mr. Herschel thinks would represent $250,000 
to-day. During the years 1863, 1869 and 1870 
the apron was built which cost $263,000 or 
more, and greatly improved the structure. 
From 1870 to 1879 very little was done in 
the way of repairs or improvements 
but from then till 1885 there were several 
breaks which were attended to as fast as they 
occurred. During 1884 some of the worst 
breaks in the history of the dam were encoun- 
tered. Cribs were constructed and the holes 
were thoroughly repaired by means of sheet- 
piling and the dumping of bags of gravel be- 
hind the piling with enough loose gravel 
thrown in to fill up the crevices. The first 
attempt to prevent future breaks was made in 
the fall and winter of 1884, the idea being, as 

Mr. Herschel says, ‘‘ to give the dam a sub- 
cutaneous injection of gravel.” The first 
sixty-seven buckets of gravel were dumped 
into the dam.on Sunday, December 7, and 
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when it was abandoned till after the freshets. 
Work was resumed in May, 1885, and con- 
tinued through the spring and summer unin- 
terrupted. Divers were employed for the first 
time to clear off the dam and to make joints 
in. the timbers by submarine carpentering. 


The number of men employed was 125, and | 
during the progress of the work two divers | 


lost their lives under circumstances fully de- 
scribed in the pamphlet. The cost of these 
| repairs ‘is placed at $65,000. Mr. Herschel 
| draws several lessons from 
| from 1849 to 1886 in the construction of wood- 
|en dams which must be of value to dam- 
builders. He says: ‘‘A wooden dam should 
| never be left hollow, nor should it be filled 
with stone ; in crib-work two timbers should 
never be butted on top of another of the course 
next underneath ; don’t make a masonry shelf 
on each abutment to take the place of the last 
bent or frame of the dam ; the back of the dam 
needs to be guarded against such abuse as the 
dropping of four-ton stones on it ; the shape 
of the dam should be chosen with a view to 
preventing the excavation of large masses of 
the river-bed and the formation of a pool be- 
low the dam, in all cases.”

Explosion of a Rotary Bleaching 


Boiler. ’ 


A rotary bleaching apparatus exploded 
some time ago in a neighboring State with 
astonishing force, killing one man and demol- 
ishing a substantial brick mill. The condi- 
tions and dimensions are mainly as follows: 
The rotating cylinder A was 7 feet diameter by 
20 feet long, constructed of five courses or rings, 
of %-inch boiler-plates, three plates in each 
course. The longitudinal seams were double 
riveted. The ends were formed irregularly 
convex of flat cast-iron flanges and a zone of 
wrought-iron plates. The flanges were 48 inches 
diameter by about 4 inches thick, with trun- 
nions 14 inches diameter. These flanges were 
each joined to the cylinder by a zone of six 
gore sheets of 9-16 boiler-plates, single riveted 
together, but double riveted to the cast-iron 
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five P. M., and at about eleven Pp. M. the same 
night it exploded, giving way at the outer end. 
The cast-iron flange and its attached zone of 
gore sheets separated from the remainder of 
the cylinder and from each other, and were 
scattered in the vicinity, all the wrought-iron 
gores, EE EEEE, except one, remaining 
within the boundaries of the building ; the one 
that went out fell nearby, among the ruins, 
while the flange D took nearly an axial direc- 


tion, and fell a short distance beyond the pile | 


of débris in the Connecticut River. The break 
in the flange D, Fig. 5, followed regularly the 
line of the inner circle of rivet holes by which 
it was secured to the wrought-iron gore pieces. 
The gore pieces were separated from each 
other on diverse lines of rupture, Fig. 2— 
some through the sound plates, others partly 
on the meridian seams and partly through the 
sound plates.

cause on starting up the engine, or on an in- 
crease of load suddenly put upon the engine, 
which is followed by an automatic opening of 





flanges. Steam was brought through a 1%- 
inch wrought-iron pipe a distance of about 140 
feet and admitted through one of the trunnions 
to the interior of the cylinder, at a pressure of 
about 50 pounds to the square inch above the 
atmosphere. It passed through a regulating 
apparatus situated near the cylinder, upon 
which was a steam-pressure gauge. The cyl- 
inder was fitted with two large doors, similar 
to ordinary man-holes, through which the ma- 
terial to be treated was introduced from above, 





the cylinder being stopped with the doors | 
looking upward for this purpose, and for the | 


discharge of the boiled stock they were made 
to look downward. Diametrically opposite to 
the doors were weights to counterbalance the 
weights of the doors, their frames and attach- 
ments. Inside the cylinder were four rows of 
radial pins about one foot long attached to the 
shell, intended to agitate and mix up the stuff 
by lifting portions of it on the upgoing pins, 
as the cylinder slowly revolved during the 
operation. The weight of the cylinder and 
attachments is roughly estimated to be about 
13,000 pounds, and it was charged with about 





seam throughout, which gave way by shearing 
nearly all the rivets in that line. The separa- 
tion of the zone from the cylinder was not en- 
tirely along the girth seam, byt the line of 
rupture extended in four places into the sheets 
of the shell, Fig. 3, separating as many trian- 
gular pieces, which remained attached to the 
adjoining gores, and in one instance into the 
zone, leaving a triangular piece composed of 


| parts of two gores attached to the cylinder. 
| It is difficult to point definitely to the initial 
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break, since it appears to have been almost 
simultaneous along the various lines. The 
almost perfect coincidence of the line of flight 
of the principal part with its projected axial 
line indicates that no advance lateral discharge 
of water could have occurred, because the re- 
action of such a discharge would have thrown 
the cylinder out of its true line of flight. The 
astonishing fact that the main portion of, 
probably, five tons weight, exclusive of the 
contents, did not deviate more than one foot 
from a horizontal direction in going a distance 
of over 100 feet (see dotted line, Fig. 1) indi- 
cates a velocity almost inconceivable, par- 
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5,000 pounds of rough paper stock, and prob- 
ably 14,000 pounds of bleaching liquor, which 
was pumped in cold from the mixing-tanks 
through a pipe between the doors, making a 
tgtabload of something like 16 net tons—32,- 
000 pounds, including the weight of the ap- 
paratus. It is probable that a little calcula- 
tion will show that this load, even in addition 
to the internal steam-pressure, was not éxces- 
sive, provided the cylinder had the strength 
due to a well-made structure of good materials 
and in a state of rest. 

The accompanying sketches are intended to 
show the relative location of objects involved 
in this astonishing accident, Figure 1 being a 
sectional elevation and Fig. 2 a plan of the 
part of the mill in which they were situated. 
Reference letters designate same objects in all 
sketches. On the day of the explosion the 
apparatus was charged in the usual way about 


ticularly when the several obstacles it en- 
countered are taken into consideration. Its 
inner supporting pier, P, and a 16-inch brick 
wall, W, a 10-foot tank, F, full of water, and 
a suspended lime tank, G, are met with at the 
outset. It may have been deflected upward 
slightly in grazing over the prostrated pier, 
but it could not have been much or it would 
have damaged the ceiling under which it 
passed, starting within about one foot or less 
of the ceiling line. 

If the above simple history is not treated as 
a sensational fiction, and if the case receives 
that calm consideration to which its impor- 
tance entitles it, then it seems to suggest a 
thoughtful review of all the fancy explosion 
theories, for none of them seem to be applica- 
ble to it. 

These theories are mostly based on the sup- 
position that by some means, explained in half

The other cause, mentioned above, of the 
sudden evolution of force is the one most 
often assigned. Itis said to be the “lifting 
of the water,”’ or, in other words, the repul- 
sion of the water by the overheated plates, 
On a disturbance occurring by some change in 
the conditions—either the introduction of feed 
water, the opening of the blow-valve or the 
steam-valve—the water returns to the hot 
plates, and concussive ebullition follows, 
which is said by some to resemble in effect 
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It was probably half | 
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this, the unusual precaution of having a half- 
hourly record made by the watchman of the 
State of the pressure gauges on all the 
bleachers was resorted to by the intelligent 
proprietor of these extensive mills. 

We are, then, apparently face to face with a 
first-class explosion at a moderate pressure, 
which has evidently arisen from the gradual 

, deterioration of the containing vessel. And 
in character and effect it resembles an ordi- 
nary boiler explosion, and is in all respects 
similar.

WE have adverted to the extension of 
railway lines as being in the interest of 
commercial and agricultural develop- 
ment and consequent prosperity of the 
country, and if we may take an extract 
from the report of the Railroad Commis- 
sioners of this State in support of the 
statement that this prosperity is increas- 
ing, we shall find strong affirmative evi- 
dence. This report shows that the railways 
in the State of New York enlarged their 
business last year in comparison with 1885 
by 738,000,000 tons in the amount of 
freight carried one mile, and increased their 
gross earnings about $13,500,000. Net 
earnings increased more than $11,000,000, 
the extra cost of operating the roads 
with this greater amount of business 
being only a little more than $2,000,000. 
This is an excellent exhibit, and with the 
present conditions of business and the 
prospect of still further improvement in

when he speaks of “ protection.”” If pro- 
tection is a simple matter of justice it 
cannot “work badly” for the trades 
which are protected. Protective laws 
preserve a portion of humanity from 
the demands and enroachments of 
those who are willing to benefit at the 
expense of others. The burglar is one of 
a ¢lass to whom protective laws are spe- 
cially offensive, and the Anarchists are 
particularly demonstrative in their at- 
tacks on the rights of property as guard- 
ed by law and sanctioned by usage. Hap- 
pily the subscriber who puts in his dig at 
our tariff does not belong to either of the 
free-trading classes whom we have men- 
tioned, although he is opposed to protec- 
tion. But he makes a good point by 
speaking of waste, which, he says, is com- 
mon to all classes. In England “ waste 
in drink” is something which he most 
earnestly deplores. He cannot be more 
opposed to this form of injury than we. 
If we thought that the paper makers of 
this country were likely to put in the few 
extra hours of leisure which they seek at 
the saloon or in strengthening bad habits 
we should not advocate their demands so 
earnestly. But we do not believe that 
they will prove the impropriety of giving 
the few hours needed. The matter of 
waste is general with Americans and we 
have not yet become familiar with the 
frugal methods of European people, some 
of which we could adopt to advantage. 
We hope that our workingmen will see 
the benefit of the suggestions which the 
objections of our English friend present 
and profit therefrom if need be.

JAMES ROBERTSON. 

James Robertson died at his home in May- 
nard, Mass., on December 31. He was born 
in Scotland in 1818, and when nine years of 
age went to work in a paper mill, learning to 
make paper by hand. He was one of the 
oldest paper makers in this country, having 
worked fifty-six years at the business. For 
twenty years he was superintendent for L. 
Hollingsworth & Co.)‘at Maynard, where he 
was respected by all who worked for him. 





JEREMIAH O'SULLIVAN. 


Jeremiah O'Sullivan died at his home in 
Roxbury, Mass., on January 6, aged sixty-five 
years. He was born in Ireland, and came to 
this country when about twenty years old. He 
was employed by Rice, Kendall & Co. for 
twelve years or more as porter and warehouse- 
man, and was very highly esteemed by them 
for his honesty and industry. Subsequently 
he engaged in the paper-stock business on his 
own account and accumulated a fortune by his 
sagacity and prudence. He was highly re- 
spected by all who knew him as an honest man 
and a good citizen. 





ELAM R. JEWETT. 

Elam R. Jewett; formerly a prominent 
journalist of Buffalo and at one time the 
proprietor of the Commercial Advertiser, died 
at his suburban residence, ‘‘ Willow Lawn,” 
shortly after midnight of Sunday, aged seventy- 
six years. He was born at New Haven, Conn., 
December 10, 1810. He learned the printer's 
trade, and became one of the publishers of the 
Vermont State Journal, and afterward pub- 
lished the Middlebur y Press. In 1838 he 
moved to Ohio City, opposite Cleveland, but 
his business venture proved unsuccessful, and 
he came to Buffalo and purchased the Weekly 
Journal, which was afterward merged with the 
Commercial Advertiser, Dr. Thomas M. Foote 
being the other partner and editor of the 
paper. 

In 1850 Mr. Jewett assumed the management 
of the Albany State Register. In 1856 Messrs. 
Jewett and Foote made a tour of Europe with 
President Millard Fillmore. In 1857, soon 
after Mr. Jewett’s return, the panic carried 
down his former partners, Thomas, Lathrop 
& Co. ; Messrs. Jewett and Foote, being the 
largest creditors, bought the business of the 
assignee, thus once more becoming the pub- 
lishers of the Commercial Advertiser. In 1862 
the establishment was sold to Rufus Wheeler, 
James D. Warren and Joseph Candee. After 
retiring from the newspaper business Mr. Jew- 
ett engaged in the manufacture of envelopes, 
and spent his latter years quietly in the culti- 
vation of his beautiful farm and fruit gardens 
at Buffalo Plains. He gave large sums to 
charitable institutions. He leaves a widow, 
but no children. 


THOMAS POWELL. 

Thomas Powell died at the residence of his 
son-in-law in Newark, N. J., on January 13, 
the cause of death being Bright’s disease of 
the kidneys. Mr. Powell was born in London 
in 1809, and came to America with Frank 
Leslie in 1849. He was a voluminous writer, 
the author of many books of poems and plays, 
and was the first editor of Frank Leslie's /1- 
lustrated Magazine.

J. B. Sheffield & Son’s mill, 
managed by W. R. Sheffield, is turning out 
eight tons of writing-papers per day. The 
Saugerties Blank-Book Company, which is un- 
der the wing of the paper mill and controlled 
largely by the same party, is manufacturing 
about $150,000 per annum of blank-books, 
not to speak of over two tons of paper per day 
converted into pads and tablets. It is now 
stated that a company has just arranged erick, 
Mr. Sheffield to occupy the iron mill property. 
which with a fine water-power, was purchased 
by him last summer. This will be utilized 
for the manufacture of wood fibre by the sul- 
phite process under patents of the American 
Sulphite Company. The property adjoins 
the paper mills and a large portion of the 
product manufactured will be used there. This 
is to be known as the Barclay Fibre Com- 
pany. When this establishment is complete, 
pulp, paper and blank-books will be the pro- 
duct of Saugerties and nearly three-quarters 
of a million of dollars will be invested in these 
plants.
